What would you do if your name 
was Vic Damone and you were a top 
recording star, but hadn’t had a top- 
selling record for quite some time? It’s 
a big problem, and the answer has to 
come very soon or it may be too late. 
In the entertainment world you have 
to keep your name in front of. the 
public at all times, and if you can’t 
produce hits and your records don’t 
sell, then the public tends to forget 
you. Vie is too good a singer for that 
to happen, so the next move is up to 
Damone. 


Vic has proved in the past that he 
can produce top songs. When he first 
broke in with Mereury he was an 
overnight sensation. His records, such 
as “I Have But One Heart,” “Amor” 
and “You’re Breaking My Heart,” were 
best sellers, and kids of all ages flock- 
ed to join his fan clubs and mobbed 
him when he made personal appear- 
ances. While he was climbing high, 
Uncle Sam stepped in and made a 
private out of Vic. Even this event 
didn’t stop the boy, as he made thou- 
sands of’ friends: with his voice, enter- 
taining from Korea to Europe. 


The big question is: What is holding 
Vie back? He has everything to make 
him one of the big boys of the year. 
He has a winning smile, he’s a hand- 
some boy and he owns a million-dollar 
personality.

She sings the blues; she sings bal- 
lads; she sings rhythm; she sings 
any type of songs — and makes it 
sound the very best! She is a mighty 
versatile young lady, and her name is 
Kathryn Starks. What’s that you 
said? You never heard of Kathryn 
Starks? Oh! pardon us. We really 
meant to say Kay Starr. That sound 
a little more familiar? Well, it should; 
for the pert little songbird rates as 
one of the most popular vocalists who 
has ever sung to the American pub- 
lie. 

It’s a bit difficult to describe Kay’s 
singing style. She is a mixture of Ella 
Fitzgerald, Billie Holliday and Mildred 
Bailey—with a large dose of Starr 
-mixed in. She has been hailed as a 
“Mildred Bailey with lungs,” which 
is a compliment in anybody’s book.

The Starr spirit then came to the 
fore, however, and she answered ev- 
erybody by recording a pair of tunes 
that now are resting comfortably on 
top of the record parade. “The Man 
Upstairs” and “If You Love Me” are 
running neck-and-neck in a race to 
see which side brings in more nickles 
on the nation’s juke boxes and: which 
gets the spins on the d. j. shows. 
Whichever one wins, Kay is still way 
ahead. 

It is always interesting to try and 
figure out what gives a singer that 
little spark that puts rhythm and feel- 
ing into his or her personality. No one 
can put his finger on the exact reas- 
on, but with Kay you could trace it 
back to her origin. She: was born: in 
Oklahoma, and she boasts of Iroquois, 
Cherokee, Choctaw and Irish blood. 
That is quite a mixture, and from it 
all could stem Kay’s intense feeling 


. for rhythm and song. Whatever the 


reason may be, she certainly cap- 
tures the hearts and imaginations of 
lovers of all types of music—from 
low-down jazz to tender love songs.

“Any night, Monday thru Friday, 
from 10:00 p.m. to 4:00 a.m., you'll 
find me spinning the discs and giving 
out with the chatter over the 1400 air 
waves — WLOW — down Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia, way. I’m 19 years old, and I’ve 
been in this business since I was 15 
—so I’m not exactly a newcomer to 
the field, although I don’t claim to be 
an ‘old-timer’ by a long shot. 

“Who is my favorite big-time record- 
ing star? 

“I'm afraid that the choice of my 
favorite star is going to start fire- 
works from Maine to Louisiana! You 
see, my favorite is a couple who use 
gimmicks to high heaven. I realize

that most d.j’s are against gimmicks, 
but since these two devise their own, 
that sort of excuses them in my book. 


“Also, they can really put out with 
a good show on their public appear- 
ances, which is another feather in 
their cap. I’ve seen many big record- 
ing artists really louse up a good show 
by giving a poor performance. It sort 
of gives you the feeling that when 
they made the recordings, they just 
kept trying and trying, until, at last, 
almost by accident, they came up with 
a listenable side. 


“As proof that a lot of other people 
agree with my choice, just take a look 
at the ‘Hit Parade’ listings. Yep, there 
they are; I’ve dubbed them ‘The King

HOW TO LISTEN TO A D.J. 


“The other day the switchboard op- 
erator at Station WKBR, Manchester, 
New Hampshire, said to me, ‘Donn, 
the phones have been ringing all after- 
noon while your program was on. the 
air, asking for request numbers!’ 
‘What a waste of energy!’ I answered. 
“Tt’s too bad they don’t take a second 
and write their request on a postcard 
or letter, and then they would hear 
just the song they want to hear easily 
and without having to constantly 
phone. 

“And so I got to thinking and said 
to myself, ‘People are not getting the 
most out of their dise jockeys.’ And so 
this article, by a disc jockey, is de- 
signed to give you the listeners a few 
tips on how to enjoy disc jockey pro- 
grams. 

“First of all, get to really know the 
deejay you listen to. Does he play re- 
quest numbers on his program? If he 
doesn’t, then there isn’t much sense to 
call or write in a request, is there?

If you want to, you could write the 


station and the d.j., suggesting in a 
nice way that he devote some of. his 
program to requests. Chances are he’ll 
take: your advice, or at least ask for 
the opinion of his audience. 

“Tf you do dial a ‘request d.j.,’ then 
learn whether he plays request records 
by mail or by phone. As a rule, how- 
ever, you'll always have better luck 
writing to the dise jockey, because, in 
preparing his program, he can make 
sure-ahead of time that your record 
will be included for that day, 


“The d.j. is serving you, the public. 


If you write and tell him what your 
likes and dislikes are, then you'll be 
hearing what you want. You’ll save 
yourself lots of wasted energy, mad 
phone calls, ‘jack-rabbit’ dialing of 
your radio and frustration in general.”

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HARRY BELAFONTE 


The “impassioned minstrel”, Harry 
Belafonte, can claim his title most 
sincerely. Whether he sings a ballad 
or a calypso, this handsome young 
man has impressed music lovers 
throughout the nation with his talent. 
Not only at nightclubs, but also in 
movies, on Broadway, on _ television, 
and through his hit recordings he has 
won many fans. 

Harry was born in New York City 
28 years ago, and although he spent 
five years in Jamaica, B.W.I., he re- 
turned to New York to finish high 
school. He then enlisted in the U. S. 
Navy and spent two years in active 
everseas duty. 

When he returned to civilian life in 
New York, he entered the American 
Negro Theatre Wing, where he studied 
acting, producing and directing. When 
he graduated, even though he appear- 
ed in several dramatic group produc- 
tions, he was unable to land anything 
profitable. He wanted to act, but 
eouldn’t make a living that way. Since 
he was married, and there was a 
family on the way, he had to give up 
the theater and get a job pushing a 
handtruck in the clothing district. 

This didn’t appeal to him very 
much, and remembering that some of 
his school friends had encouraged him 
in his singing, he asked for an audi- 
tion at a jazz club called the Royal 
Roost. He only had to sing two bal- 
lads, and he was in. He stayed there 
for about four months and became the 
talk of the town. 

After successes in Chicago, Wash- 
ington, Pittsburgh, and in Canada, 
Harry suddenly cancelled all his book- 


ings. Although he realized that his 
great success meant great financial 
security, and although his audiences 
enjoyed anything he sang, his favorite 
songs were folk songs. 

So he made up his mind to sing the 
kind of songs he loved most and con- 
centrated on building up a repertoire 
of old. and modern folk ballads. Dur- 
ing this. time, which amounted to 
many months, he supported his family 
by working as a waiter in a ham- 
burger spot in Greenwich Village. 

When he made his debut of folk 
songs at the Village Vanguard, he was 
an instantaneous success, He was held 
over there for four months, and from 
then on went here and there all over 
the country. 

Besides signing an RCA Victor re- 
cording contract, he was starred at 
such places as the Cocoanut Grove in 
Los Angeles, The Thunderbird in Las 
Vegas, Bill Miller’s Riviera, Chicago’s 
Black Orchid and the Chase Hotel in 
St. Louis. He made many TV appear- 
ances and starred in the movie, “Bright 
Road.” And now, Harry has also 
achieved his early ambition—he has 
starred on Broadway. Here in “John 
Murray Anderson’s Almanac”, he sang 
the masterpiece of his own composi- 
tion, “Mark Twain”. 

His latest recordings are “Hold ’Em 
Joe” backed with “Just A Country 
Boy” and “Pretty As A Rainbow”, 
backed with “Acorn In The Meadow”. 

In the opinion of most critics, Harry 
is on the way to becoming one of 
America’s greatest singers of folk 
songs—and a great star of the Amer- 
ican stage.
